I have never seen a 
county so much onthe move 
and so progressive as is 
Coffee County. I was im- 
pressed with this again late 
last week as we were fin- 
ishing up our Coffee County 
4-H Club Foundation Drive. 

We have gotten some 
$28,000 out of a goal of 
$30,000 at the present time. 
I talked with a lot of 
business leaders withinthe 
past ten days, and most of 
these folks believe in the 
future development of this 
great county. 


I checked with L, B, 
McCall of the Goodman 
Community last week to 
point out to him the impor- 
tance of controlling leaf- 
spot. As you know, we re- 
commend four dustings 10 
days apart beginning the 
first week in July. How- 
ever, this could possibly 
be delayed a week or so 
this year because we plan- 
ted a few days later than 
usual. 

L. B. didn’t want to talk 
too much about his peanuts. 
He wanted to show me his 
corn. He is real proud of it, 
He planted it about 16 inches 
in the drill in 36-inch rows, 
L, B. used a hybrid seed 
and side dressed with about 
80 pounds of Nitrogen 
(which is our recommen- 
dation), The rains have 
come just about right for 
him. His corn is real good. 

Speaking of corn, I talk- 
ed with John B, Johnson 
and M.W, Donaldson of the 
Curtis Community the 
other day. They have had 
plenty of rain. In that com- 
munity and elsewhere inthe 
county, I have never seen 
finer corn prospects. It 
really looks good!

It hurts me to see bit- 
terweeds taking up mois- 
ture, fertilizer, and space 
in pastures, I doubt if 1,000 
acres of bitterweeds could 
produce 1 pound of beef, 
They can be killed with 
2,4-D; but if you don’t want 
to use chemicals, go inand 
mow or bush-hog these 
weeds down now. 


Right now during the 
month of July is the time 
to protect a good crop of 
cotton, Prospects are ex- 
cellent. But to make anay- 
erage of a bale per acre 
on the 20,000 acres plan- 
ted in Coffee County, a good 
boll weevil control pro- 
gram must be followed. 
Our recommendations are 
as follows: When 10% of 
the squares are punctured, 
make 3 applications at 5- 
day intervals. Additional 
applications should be 
made when the infestation 
again rises to 10%, During 
migration; reduce inter- 
vals to 4 days. Continue 
applications until top bolls 
are mature, 


J. R. Speed told me 
a few days ago that two 
Coffee County cattlemen 
had already signed up for 
the special Beef Cattle Im- 
provement Association 
program.

Mean Germs 


Ever seen a magnified 
picture of the common 
housefly? 

It’s a pretty frightening 
sight. Almost as frighten- 
ing as this bit of descrip- 
tion by‘Auburn University’s 
Roy Ledbetter: 

‘‘Their bodies, legs, and 
mouth parts are covered 
with hairs. Their feet have 
an adhesive fluid and their 
mouth parts are damp. The 
adult is gray and hairy, 
with greedy sponging-lap- 
ping mouth parts. They live 
in unclean environments, 
collect germs and help 
spread disease.’’ 

Ledbetter was not trying 
to qualify asa script writer 
for “‘The Twilight Zone.’’ 
As an Extension Service 
Entomologist, he was de- 
scribing how the common 
housefly looks to the train- 
ed eye. 

‘The housefly doesn’t 
make a very pretty pic- 
ture,’’ said Ledbetter, ‘‘In 
fact, their entire lifetime 
doesn’t make a very pretty 
picture. Flies normally 
live from 30 to 60 days, 
and they can pack more tro- 
uble into two months of life 
than just about any other 
insect I’ve heard about.’’ 

Ledbetter belleves that 
flies around the home must 
be controlled. Here are his 
suggestions; 

“The first step in 
housefly control is sani- 
tation, Homeowners should 
get rid of places where flies 
breed. These places in- 
clude garbage piles, trash 
cans and other similar tro- 
uble spots.”’ 

“Tn rural areas, people 
should dispose of manure 
in and around stables, dairy 
barns, hog lots and poultry 
houses. These steps will 
make fly control less dif- 
ficult. Screened doors and 
windows also help.”’ 

“For control of flies in 
the home itself, owners can 
expect good results by using 
sprays containing either 
DDVP or ronnel (with py- 
rethrins, plus asynergist), 
These are available in aer- 


osol bombs or _ mist 
sprays.”’ 

“For outside the 
home,”’ added Ledbetter, 
“residual sprays work 
best,”

Last week I ran across 
a couple of gardens that 
were seriously affected 
by nematodes, You can eas~ 
ily tell if you have a nem- 
atode problem by exam- 
ining the roots of diseased 
looking plants. Nematodes 
usually stunt the growth of 
plants but rarely kills 
them. Nemagon is probably 
the best treatment avail- 
able to the gardeners. 


Cotton boll weevils and 
bollworms are doing their 
best to lower cotton yields. 
Keep a close check onthese 
insects and follow a good 
control program, 

Last week we found a 
good bit of worm and white- 
fringe beetle infestation on 
peanuts. Most of the beetle 
infestation, up to thistime, 
appears to be in the south- 
ern part of the county, 


Controlling those weeds 
in your pasture can pay 
big dividends]! 

We recommend 2,4-D 
amine~-but please be care- 
ful. I noticed several fields 
of cotton last week that had 
been seriously damaged by 
2,4-D, Control those pas- 
ture weeds, but use cau- 


Cornfield Weeds 
Cut Grain Yield 


Broadleaf weeds incorn 
cut yields and increase la- 
bor at harvest time. 

“Many Coffee County 
farmers could profit by 
spending 50 cents per acre 
for 1 pint of 2,4-D amine 
to control weeds in corn,”’ 
says T. C, Casaday, Coun- 
ty Agent. After corn is 12 
inches tall, use 1 pint of 
2,4-D amine per acre pro- 
vided it has 4 pounds of 
acid equivalent per gallon, 

**A lay-by application of 
2,4-D will kill germinating 
grass and broadleaf weed 
seed, retard weed growth 
two to three weeks, and 
often eliminate rank growth 
of weeds at harvest. Don’t 
use 2,4-D when corn is 
growing rapidly or silking 
and tasselling.”’ 

Casaday adds that it’s 
best to apply the herbicide 
when the air is still or 
blowing away from easily 
damaged crops.
